Showing an. incréase_ of $68,495,992.72 
over the present year, the téntative city 
budget » for 1920 was made public yes- 
‘terday by, the Finance and Budget Corm- 
iittge ‘of ‘the ‘Board of Estimate. ’ The 
amount requested by the various city 
and ‘dounhty departments for the ensu- 
ing year is’ $316,521,427.60, by~ far the

WASHINGTON, Oct .—The. indus- 
trial confe /-adjourned. in -an 
obylously strained atmosphere late this 
afternoon just at the time there was 
every indication that the Gompers steel 
strike resolution, which proposes to sus- 
pend the strike while arbitration pro- 
ceeded by the conference; would be de- 
feated. Several delegates of the labor 
gtoup said in private conversation that 
if this’ was the result they would leave 
the conference. - 

Whether the Gompers resolution will 
comé toa’ vate’ tomorrow is a question. 
One faction of. the conference, headed 
by Gavin MéNab of. the public group, 
favors deferring consideration of the 
méasure a few'days, hoping some other:

word... I wish I could say the same for 
the- United States Government.’ 

He asserted that the unjust acts cred- 
ited to, Japan in Korea were not the 
acts of the Japanese Government or of 
the Japanese people, and that guilty 


j soldiers were being  court-martialed. 


Japan, he said, had given to Korea all 
of her modern advantages — roads, 
courts, schools, and sanitation. 

Bishop Frederick R. Graves, of Shang- 
hai, China, said it was the opinion -of 
the Chinese people that the nation was 
being torn from them. 

“It is not meet to bring up such po- 
litical bickering when the greatest man 
in the world, perhaps the : greatest 
Christian the world has ever known, is 
on his sick bed and may, perhaps, give 
his life for the cause of peace and 
civilization,’’ said Dr. Roswell ‘Page. of 
Virginia.

The letters consisted of photographic 
facsimiles of the originals, and were in- 
troduced at the hearing while John B. 


| Coleman, counsel to Mr. Battle, was ex- 
‘|amining Percy F. Griffin, an attorney, 


of 46 Cedar Street, 
One of the copies offered in evidence 


‘| was said to_be from State Senator Wil- 


Ham J. Heffernan to Calvin D. Huson, 
one of the commissioners of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculturz, under date of July 
23, 1914.. In this letter Senator Heffer- 
nan, .referring to a case against Anr 
tonio and Dora Castellin, of 9937 Third 
Avenue, ‘Brooklyn, uses this language: 

“TI trust you wt do your utmost to 
have this case taken off the record.”’ 

The parties named were charged with 
having sold impure olive oil, and the 
case was-being prosecuted. 

Under date of Awg. 7, 1914, a letter 
said-to be from Deputy Commissioner 
Cole, the copy- showing in the lower left- 
hand corner the letters “ H. E, C.,’’ to 
Senator Heffernan, was put into the rec- 
ord. ‘This letter reads: \ 

wt Pa oe ry are oa reques ~~ to 
say. to you that the agaiusi Antoni 
and Dora Castellino of 937 Third Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, will not be prosecuted, as 
it has been dfscontinued.”’ 

John H. McCooey, Brooklyn Demo- 
-cfatic leader, according to*a letter pur- 
porting to have been written and signed 
by him and sent to Commissioner Huson, 
was active in behalf of his conatituents, 
This letter was dated Aug. 1914, and 
was written on the sectesneea of the 
Democratic Executive Committee of 
Kings County.

Commissioner Day Arranging Sale 
at About $2 Per Bushel. 


‘ Cheaper potatoes for New York City 
were promised yesterday by Jonathan C. 
Day, Commissioner of Markets, who has 
been in. touch with a farmer in Water- 
ville, N. Y., with a large quantity of 
potatoes for sale. According to D# 
Day, the farmer told him that the po- 
tatoes could be delivered in New York 
at a cost that would make the price 
to the consumer not ‘much nmrore than 
$2 a bushel. They cost over $3 at 
present. 

The-city cannot arrange for the sale 
of the potatoes, Dr. Day pointed out, 
because its charter forbids aity-business 
transactions with its citizens, but the 


Commissioner said he was trying to get 
retail dealers'to handle the potatoes, 
and also will attempt to get the rolling 
stores to handle them. 

The harbor strike yesterday threat- 
ened to force the discontinuance of the 
sale of surplus war subsistence stores 
at the Public School buildings through- 
out the city.

PAID BILLION IN’ TAXES. 


R.meufacturing Corporations’ Levy 
62 Per Cent. of 1917 Total. 


Special to The New York Times. ? 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The Bureau 
of Internal Revenue today announced 
that manufdcturing corporations con- 
tributed 62 per cent.. of the total in- 
come and excess tax on corporations 
for the year 1917. 

The number of taxable returns from 
such corporations was 58,788, represent- 
Ing a total gross income of $40,437,716,- 
898. The deductions were $34,701,733,- 
263, leaving ‘a total net income of 
$5,736,005,635, on which the tax was 
$1,326,900,480. The next highest per- 
centage was from corporations engaged 
in trade or merchandising which on a, 
total net income of $1,481,060,780 paid 
a tax of $324,847,308, or 15.16 of the 
total. 

Taxes received from other industrial 
groups were as follows: 

Agriculture and related industries, 
$20,876,505; mining and quarrying, 
$212,365,019 ; construction, $29,720,220; 
transportation and other public utilities, 
$127,048,016; personal service corpora- 
tions, $10,470,071; financial corpora- 
tions, $89,685,961; inactive concerns 
and concerns whose business was not 
defined, $478;000. The total tax on cor- 
porations was $2,142.445,769. 

The total number,of taxable returns 
filed was 232,079, showing a total net 
corporation income of $10,730,360,211. 
There were filed by corporations for the 
year°1917, 11%347 pbs Spa showing. no 
net income, total deductions exceeding 
total gross income by $629,607,562. 


MORE COTTON CONSUMED. 


Total for September Was 491,313 
Bales—Exports Fall Off. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Cotton con- 
sumed during September amounted to 
491,313 bales of lint and 23,227 of linters, 
the Census Bureau announced today. 
During September a year ago 489,962 
bales’ of lint and 96,791 of linters were 
consumed. 

Cotton on hand Sept. 30 in consuming 
establishments was 1,074,452 bales of 
lint and 250,882 of linters, compared 
with 1,185,781 of lint and 160,423 of 
linters a year ago, and in public storage 
and at compresses 2,492,220 bales of lint 
and 226,772 of linters, compared with 
2,981,228 of lint and 113,496 of linters 
a year ago. 

Cotton spindles active during Septem- 
ber numbered 34,216,662, compared with 
33,488,181 in September last year, 

Imports during September were 54,176 
bales, compared with 96,791 in Septem- 
ber last year. 

Exports were 236,604 baies, including 
3,683 bales of linters, compared ‘with 
366, 375 bales, including 17,670 of linters 
in Séptember last year.
